TECHNICAL IN STATE 
COURTS, SAYS FARIS 


Federal Jurist Gives Views on 
Attitude of Jurors in 
Liquor Cases. 


Federal Judge Faris, in whose 
court two cases charging violation of 
the Federal prohibition laws, have 
been tried before juries, both result- 
ing in ‘convictions, was asked by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter for his opin- 
ion as to what caused the difference 
in attitude of jurors in his court 


and the State courts. "I think I 
know precisely what causes it,” he 
said. “In my opinion the failure of 
juries in the State courts to convict 
as readily as those in the Federal 
courts results chiefly from the fact 
that the instructions Judges of the 
State courts must give under the law 
are stilted and couched in such tech- 
nical language that even lawyers 
cannot understand them, and fight 
about them when they get into the 
appellate courts. 

“In the Federal courts, where the 
Judges are permitted to comment on 
the evidence, which comment is in 
no way binding on the jury, we are 
able to get rid of the chaff and get 
down to brass tacks. The wider lat- 
itude permitted a Judge of a Federal 
court in this matter of his inetruo- 
tion to a jury is of vast importance 
in this connection. 

“Another reason for the hesitancy 

of juries to convict {in the State 
courts lies in the fact that under the 
State law, except in one instance 
which in infrequently met, the jury 
must assess the punishment as well 
as determine the question of gullt 
or innocence. In the Federal courts 
the jury merely finds the fact of 
gullt or innocence and the court as- 
sesses the penalty in all cases.” 
_ Judge Faris said there is a State 
statute, seldom applied by juries, 
which provides that where juries, 
having determined the gullt of a de- 
fendant, cannot agree on the amount 
of punishment may return a general 
verdict to the court, and the court 
must then fiz the penalty.

CREDIT MAN ADVOCATES 
-END OF ‘BUYING STKE’ 


Says Business Men’s'Duty Is to 
Hasten a Return to Stable 
Prices.

of the National Association of Credit, 
' Men, attending a conference of the, 
adjustment bureau managers’ divi- | 
sion of the association today at the 
Jefferson Hotel, urged as the first 
move toward completion of the pres-, ., 
|}ent general commercial and financial 
readjustment the calling off of the 
.“‘buying strike.”’ To accomplish this, 
he said, business men must hasten a 
return to stable prices. | 

“If the retailers fail to co-operaté? 
with the manufacturer and wholesal- 
ers, if they prolong the downward 
swing of prices,”’ he said, ‘‘the pains 
of readjustment will be drawn out 
and intensified and idleness and un- 
employment induced. Unemployment 
is the greatest menace of the nation 
today. Idleness presents a danger 
su great as to demand the best ef- 
forts of every business man to cor- 
rect. 

“Although our potential buying 
power is not seriously impaired as 
yet, it will become progressively im- 
paired as unemployment increases, 
and this can result only in prolonging 
the time that will be required to get 
commerce back to normal. Here, 

alone, is reason enough for co-oper- 
ation in establishing as quickly as 
possible a firm price level. 

“Time to End Buying Strike.” 

“Without depreciating the neces- 
sity of thrift and care in making its 
purchases, the time has arrived for 
us to make clear to the public that 
reasonable stability in prices has 
been attained and for the general 
good the buying strike should |= be 
called off at once. This can be done 
ir there is complete accord and co- 
operation among business mén in 
making right the condition of the 
market for buying and selling. Simi- 
larly, suspended order obligations— 
those orders held in abeyance by 
manufacturers and wholesalers— 
should be adjusted. As promptly as 
possible definite shipping dates and 
terms should be established as an 
essential to a renewal of the flow of 
commerce. 

“The. efforts of the Federal Re- 
serve Board in maintaining a strong 
reserve of resources call for public 
recognition and thanks. The _  ten- 
dency all over the world to make 
credit do the work of capital and to 
tie up capital in fixed form has ini- 
posed a tremendous task on the Fed- 
eral Reserve System. The reserve 
banks have been doing their par’ 
well in resisting this world pressure 
focused upon the greatest bant<ing 
system in any country. 

Readjustment Problems. 

“The readjustment period is run 
ning its course It has given busi- 
ness men trving days and will give 
them more of them before the tide 
turns. We must not endeavor to es- 
cape them by throwing the burden 
upon others No one class shoul, 
by governmental! or other special! as- 
sistance, seek immunity from ths 
losses of the period by spreading the 
burden others, or over the 
country at large. Let us remember 
that we had vears of great profits 
and that we cannot defeat the nat- 
ural law of reaction from intense 
prosperity.’’

HEN one is asked to write on 
W the prevention, spread and 

treatment of tuberculosis, he 
attacks a problem that has taxed 
some of the ablest thinkers for cen- 
turies past. 

He has ito devise nieaus whereby 
Our entire social fabric is recon- 
Siructed;: to make everyone realize 
appreciate and understand thvrt 
health is the most pressing problem 
in the onward march of civilization. 

Tuberculosis is the all-encompass- 
ing disease of civilization. Where 
there is community life, there also 
is tuberculosis. The two are insep- 
arable, so intertwined that without 
the former the latter cannot exist. 
ai least as we understand it today. 

To attempt to outline a program 
for the prevention of tuberculosis 
would at once presuppose that this 
disease like ail others must de 
“caught” and anyone who may fol- 
low a few simple rules will be able 
to sBidestep infection. 

Smolders in Our Bodies. 

The fact is that in by far the 
majority, if not all people, tubercu- 
losis has long since smoldered in our 
bodies, the bacilli or germs have 
gained lodgment in some organ or 
tissue long before we begin to ap- 
preciate their presence, and well 
walled off by a fibrous capsule they 
are held within this minute tumor, 
or tubercle, never to cause harm. 
never to give evidence of their pres- 
ence, until something. anything that 
has an adverse influence on one’s 
health. breaks down the restraining 
barrier, liberating the germ, and 
converting an innocent, harmless, 
infection into clinical or recognizable 
tuberculosis. 

So far as you and I and all of us 
are concerned, we may at any time 
though 
never coming in contact with the 
germ, subsequent to its first lodg- 
ment in our bodfes, if we happen to 
catch cold, or run a hard foot race, 
or indulge in too strenuous a tennis 
game, or work too hard,.or lose too 
much sleep, or worry, at the wrong 
time—that is, if we do any of these 
and many more things at a time 
when this capsule or sheath or cov- 
ering of our tuberele is thin, poorly 
invested, or weakly walled, then the 
opportunity for an increase in the. 
circulation w&hin the tubercle is pre- 
sented, the germs multiply, break 
down their barriers and begin to de- 
stroy tissue. 

Must Keep Them Walled. 

Many devious paths may be taken 
in the “conversion of benign. inno- 
cent infection to manifest disease, 
but the principle underlying the 
process is always the same, namely, 
from a tubercle long since present in 
the’ body there may be. after many 
years, as a result of any of the 
causes above noted, a precipitation 
into clinica! disease-——tuberculosis. 
So that the prevention of tuberculo-

We need not for 
Our present purpose concern our- 
se.ves with those fulminant types 
which break explosively into a seem- 
ingly healthy body and terminate 
fatally within a few weeks or 
months. They represent the unusu- 
al, the typical. tut the fellow who 
feeis that he is slipping: that he is 
unduly fatigued; that at certain 
times of the day he is saiisfied he 
has a little fever; that when he 
weighs himself he shows a loss: 
whose nights become restless; whose 
digestion may be impaired: who 
may or may not cough—this fellow 
is probably losing. or has lost that 
protecting wall about which we have 
said so much, he is slowly develop- 
ing consumption. And with this 
picture before us let us follow him 
further. Usually he goes to the 
corner drug store. tells the clerk his 
troubles, and is given some harmless 
medicine.

He shows c«n:acia- 
tion. His weakness forbids his 
working. His cough becoins< har 
assing and with it there is increase‘ 
which may be blood-tinzed 
and which. if examined. will pruba 
bly show the presence of germs. lie 
has during this time consulted 
eral physicians, who may indeed 
have suggested the possibility of 
some tuberculous process, but 
sumption is so foreign to the family 
pedigree, and the thought of —har- 
boring a disease so loathsome, tha 
he fights against the truth and keeps 
losing ground. PY 

Mistake No.. 3. 

Finally, after years, the truth is so 
forcibly impressed upon him by the 
ravages of his disease that he grasps 
at the opportunity to get well by en- 
tering a hospital or sanatorium. He 
has learned his lesson for the time 
being and enters into the spirit of 
his treatinent with the energy and 
tenacity of a doomed man fighting 
to live and improve. His fever leaves 
him. He gains weight. 
lessons. His sputum is miffima! in 
amount and free of germs. He feels 
and looks better.
